UN Armistice Bid May Give Bevin 
Chance For New Blow at Israel 


TEL AVIV, Israel—-The latest 
bid by the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council to assert authority in 


the Palestine situation was seen 
this week as likely to open the 
way for new maneuvers by Eng- 
jand against the Republic of Is- 
fae. 


* Observers said that the world 
headlines about the flying visits 
of Count Folke Bernadotte to 
Arab capitals in his role as UN 
mediator have completely ob- 
gcured the basic issue of the use- 
fiiness of a temporary truce in 
respect to a final decision in Pal- 
estine. 


Even if Bernadotte’s propos- 
als for a four-week armistice 
and an arms embargo were a 
gomplete success, at the most 

this would represent merely 
another opportunity for big- 
power haggling in the Security 
Council. 


Observers stressed that it 
would also present Britain with 
the chance to seek again to crip- 
ple Israel. It was recalled that it 
was the British who proposed 
originally an armistice as a sub- 
stitute for a flat U. S. demand 
that the invading Arabs be for- 
mally labelled as aggressors and 
dealt with as such by the UN. 


The total absence of any plan 
tare the Security Council for 
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consideration during the armis- 
tice was considered offering a 
splendid opportunity for some 
new British maneuvering. Ob- 
servers would not rule out the 
possibility of some new agree- 
ment, involving amputation of the 
Negev in return for British 
policing of a UN-adopted formula. 


No More Exports 


Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
of England announced that the 
British Government has banned 
the export of war materiel to the 
Arab states warring on Palestine. 
How much of a dent this move 
would make in Arab fighting 
powers, in view of the large 
stocks of American-made arms 
acquired by the British under 
lend-lease and held by their forces 
in the Middle East, could not be 
determined. 


Bevin simultaneously  an- 
nounced that England would 
continue its $8,000,000-a-year 
subsidy to the Transpordan Le- 
gion of King Abdullah, the 
strongest Arab invading force. 

In military terms, both sides 
would gain from an armistice but 
the Arabs much more than 
Israeli. The plan promised some 
relief to the 100,000 besieged Jews 
in new Jerusalem but otherwise 
a halt to the fighting would stop 
an Israeli surge almost every- 
where in the widespread struggle. 


This was the situation at mid- 
week: 


1. IN THE SOUTH, where the 
Egyptians have pushed a spear- 
head to the Arab city of Isdud, 
about 20 miles south of Tel Aviv: 
the vanguard of an Egyptian 
spearhead of 1,000 men and con- 
siderable armor was breaking out 
of an Israeli trap which had cost 
the Egyptians heavily in both 
men and ormor. 

So desperate was the position 
of the trapped vanguard that the 
tiny Egyptian navy tried twice to 
land reinforcements by sea, suc- 
ceeding on the second try. In the 
first, an Israeli corvette and two 
planes beat off the landing at- 
tempt and sent the three Egyp- 
tian ships fleeing back to Egypt. 
It was the first time in the his- 
tory of the Diaspora that a Jew- 
ish ship flying a Jewish flag en- 


gaged in naval combat. 


2 IN CENTRAL ARAB PAI- 
ESTINE, where the hopes of Ab- 
dullah for a major share of the 
Arab Palestine spoils depended 
on his holding the Nablus-Jenin- 
Tulkharm triangle: 

Israeli troops had taken the 
Arab stronghold of Jenin. The 
Haganah announced that Nablus, 
which is halfway between the 
border of Israel and the border 
of Transjordan, was under Israeli 
attack. 


3. IN THE ARAB PALESTINE 
area between Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv, where the Arabs claimed 
to be drawing an arc around Tel 
Aviv: An Israeli spokesman said 
that Jewish pressure had com- 


pletely immobilized the four prin- 


cipal Arab positions on the 
“siege” arc: Ramleh, near Tel 
Aviv; Lydda, Wilhela, north of 
Tel Aviv, and Ras e) Ein, source 
of Jerusalem’s water supply. 

4.IN THE NORTH, where 
Syrian fighters had reinforced the 
Lebanese and compelled Haganah 
troops to return to border posi- 
tions after two weeks of penetra- 
tions into Lebanon: The Syrians 
applied pressure at midweek to a 
pincer movement to the section 
where Israel juts up like a finger 
between the two Arab countries. 
Israeli spokesmen said two at- 
tacks on Mishmar Hay Yarden 
were beaten off. 

5. IN JERUSALEM, the Trans- 
jordan Legion resumed its heavy 
shelling and the Haganah and 
Irgun forces, to which heavy mor- 
tars had been smuggled, carried 
out a threat and began bombard- 
ing Arab positions in the old city. 

6. NEITHER SIDE HAD any- 
thing to report on the two-week 
fight for Latrun, key to control of 
the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem highway, 
to which Haganah earlier report- 
ed it had committed 3,000 troops. 
But the Israeli did not claim they 
had broken open the road. 

Jews Hold Hadassah Hospital 

TEL AVIV, Israel, (JTA)—The 
Taganah formally denied this 
week an Amman broadcast that 
the Hebrew University and Ha- 
dassah Hospital have surrendered 
to Arab Legion forces as “com- 
pletely without foundation.” 





Habimah Sponsors Accused 


Of Blocking Tour 


Outside N.Y.

NEW YORK—The Cleveland Community Council this week 


charged the American Fund for Palestine Institutions with “irre- 
sponsible neglect” for alleged failure to arrange a Habimah theater 


tour outside New York city. 


Isaac Franck, executive secretary of the t Fund, pr empty denied 


the charges and said that condi- 
tions beyond control of the Fund 
had made it impossible to arrange 
Habimah bookings outside of 
New York. \ 

Harry I. Barron, executive dir- 
ector of the Cleveland Commun- 
ity Council, said that he had first 
made overtures to the Fund for 
a special Habimah performance 
in Cleveland in March and that 
he also contacted other commun- 
ities where public interest in see- 
ing the famous Hebrew theater 
troupe was intense. 


Too Early For Tour 

Late last month, according to 

Barron, Frank notified the Cle- 
veland committee that Habimah 
woould be available but not for 
only one appearance in Cleve- 
land and that other cities would 
have to be contacted, 

Barron said the Fund was will- 
ing to.arrange for a one-night 
Cleveland stand if the Commun.- 
ity Council would pay double for 
the costs of bringing Habimah 
to the Middle West. 


Tour Was Possible 

Sidney E. Vincent, Council as- 
sistant director, said a Habimah 
tour could have been arranged 
and he blamed the Fund for not 
considering an itinerary and for 
depending on the Cleveland Coun- 
cil to make arrangements with 
other cities. 

“This clearly shows that the 
American Fund was interested 
only in New York audiences,” 
Vincent said, “and dimmed the 
chance for other Jewish com- 
munities to see the Habimah 
players until too late.” 

Frank. reached by The Post, 
said Habimah came to the U. S. 
on May 1 and that in March, the 
Fund was in no position to know 
whether the troupe would come 
to the U. 8. He sald their com- 


— 


ing entailed the raising of a mini- 
mum financial guarantee to as- 
sure that they would not be 
stranded in the U. S. without 
funds as they were 22 years ago. 
Habimah Own Boss 
“Even when the guarantee was 
provided, we could not know 
whether Habimah wanted to per- 
form outside New York,” Franck 
said. “Habimah is an independ- 
ent outfit; they are their own 
bosses. We provide only financial 
aid, no more.” 
He said that a tour was dis- 
cussed May 14 and the Habimah 
presidium said it would go if 
the communities would meet 
Habimah conditions of salary, 
living expenses, production 
costs amounted to $2,500 for 
one performance, $4,000 for 
two $5,000 for three, $7,000 for 
four and $10,000 for = six. 
Franck said the presidium told 
him it would also ask for one- 
third of the net profit. 
Franck said that by that time 
inquiries had been received from 


Cincinnati, Philadelphia, Roches. 
ter, Indianapolis, Montreal, Clev- 
land, New Haven, Detroit, Young- 
stown, Kansas City, Mo., and 
Louisville, 

He said that on May 16, he

STEINBRINK URGES BOYC OTT,

INDIANAPOLIS—Justice Meier Steinbrink, national chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith, this week proposed 
a boycott on British goods and a ban on further U. S. financial help 
to England as the only way to halt British help | to Arabs attacking 


Israel. 

Speaking at the opening ses- 
sion of the BB Grand Lodge No. 
2 convention, the grey-haired 
Steinbrink sterfily warned that 
England was risking American 
friendship with its present Pales- 
tine policy. 

“The Haganah, Israel’s 
fiighting force, could deal ef- 
fectively with an Arab army of 
desert brigands and interna- 


tional soldiers-of-fortune,” he 
said. “And that, I can assure 
you, is all the Arab League 


would be, without Britain’s 
powerful backing.” 

Steinbrink then took up the 
suggestion by radio and news 
commentator Robert Allen, who 
in a recent broadcast said the 
time had come to call the bluff on 
England. 

“He told the people that the 
only language that Britain would 


understand would be a denial of 
further American loans and 
prompt initiation of an effective 
boycott against British goods,” 
Steinbrink said. 

“This is hitting the British 
Foreign Office where it hurts 
most—in the pocket book,” the 
jurist said. “Appeals on other 
grounds have been futile for too 
long.” 

Asked by The Post what he 
thought of statements from 
British spokesmen that no Mar- 
shall Plan money has been used, 
Steinbrink snapped “Hogwash! 
How can anybody prove where 
any specific funds taken in by a 
State go? The British have been 
dependent on our help since the 
end of the war. Some of our 


money has made it possible for 
the British to continue their sub- 
sidies of Arab armies.”

U.S. JEWISH BIRTH RATE FALLING FAR 


FASTER THAN REST

HE rate of growth of the 
‘T American Jewish population 
is falling faster than that of the 
American population in general 
and the factors responsible for 
that fall are almost certain to 
continue into the future, 

That is the conclusion reached 
by Dr. Nathen Goldberg, a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Commis- 
sion on Lay and Social Action 
of the American Jewish Con- 
gress and a lecturer in sociology 
at Yeshiva University. 

Much Information Collected 

Dr. Goldberg has collected a 
vast amount of information 
about population figures on Am- 
erican Jewry and _= assembled 
them in a pamphlet, “Population 
Trends Among American Jews,” 
in the Jewish Affairs series is- 
sued by the office of Jewish in- 
formation of the Congress. 

Though the number of Jews 
has increased during the past 30 
years, the rate of increase has 
shown a steady drop. The pop- 
ulation grew from 1,770,000 in 
1907 to 3,389,000 in 1917. That 
was an increase of almost 100 


per cent. 
From 1917 to 1927, the Jewish 
population grew to 4,228,000. 


That was an increase of 25 per 
cent. In 1937 the population was 
4,771,000, and the rate of in- 
crease was 13 per cent, 

The number is estimated at 
between 5,000,000 and 5,250,000 
in 1947. Even at the higher 
figure the rate of increase con- 
tinues to go down, 

The drop in immigration — a 
major factor — is fairly well 
known. Not so widely. realized 
is the drop in the Jewish birth- 
rate. In 1940, Jewish mothers 
im the 15 to 54-year age group 
had fewer children than the na- 
tive white group. 

In the 20 years from 1920 
to 1940, the Jewish birth rate 
tumbled by 37 per cent—more 
than double the decline of the 
native white population. While 

Jewish immigrant families 
have fewer childless families, 
the families of non-Jewish 
women are larger. 

American-born Jews _ have 
smaller families than their immi- 
grant co-religionists. In 1937, 
native Jewish women from 25 to 
44 years of ago in Passaic, N.J., 
where a study was made, had 
only six-tenths as many children 
as Jewish immigrant women. Or 
putting it the other way, immi- 
grant Jewish mothers had almost 
twice as many children. 

American Jews In Rear 

The situation today is that 
“Jewish immigrants have even 
smaller families than the native 





non-Jewish white population. . . 
In general, American-born Jews 
have smaller families than Prot- 
estants, who in turn have fewer 
children than Catholics.” 

What are the reasons for 
this astounding fall in the abil- 
ity and willingness of one of 
the most healthy and vigorous 
Diaspora Jewry to reproduce 
itself? 

Dr. Goldberg lists the follow- 
ing: 

1, Emphasis on the individ- 
ual in our society. 


2. Striving for social and 
economic position. 
3. Concentration in urban 


centers. 
4. Anti-Semitism. 
5. Intermarriage. 


The rise of a society which 
places supreme value on the dig- 
nity of the individual has had a 
profound effect on the Jewish 
birthrate. American Jewesses, 
like their non-Jewish sisters, seek 
satisfactions in the social and 
business world and children tend 
to get in the way of such ambi- 
tions. 

The fight for material secur- 
ity also brings less children. Ef- 
forts to maintain a certain stand- 
ard of living run into the costs 
of having and raising children 
and the children are not born. 

Finally, it is difficult to rear 
children in cities and the Jews 
are pre-eminently an urban peo- 
ple. 

But these three factors are 
also true of the American pop- 
ulation in general and alone 
should work out to approxi- 
mately the same decline for 
Jews and non-Jews in the nat- 
ural rate of increase. 

But the Jew contends with two 
problems which do not trouble 
the non-Jew. While they are 
hard to measure concretely—Dr. 
Goldberg emphasizes the difficul- 
ties in getting trustworthy facts 
and figures about the complicat- 
ed Ameriean Jewry — they do 
have an effect. 

Greater Handicaps 

A Jew suffers greater handi- 
caps in getting a foothold on life 
and this works out in many ways 
to mean smaller Jewish families. 
A Jewish child needs more 
training and education to meet 
his non-Jewish competition and 
he is therefore a heavier finan- 
cial burden on his parents, 

For more parents, one or two 
children is the most for which 
they can provide such extra 
support, consequently, “Jews 
have fewer children than non- 
Jews of the same occupational 
and social group.” 

Because of this longer train- 
ing period, Jews tend to marry 
at a later age than non-Jews. 
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Israel Assured Oil 


By Rumanian Deal 

LONDON — The government 
of Israel has assured itself of a 
continuous supply of all types 
of oil products by a special deal 
with Rumania, it was learned 
this week. Because British and 
American interests began emp- 
tying storage tanks in Haifa 
before the start of the British 
troop evacuation, the Amount of 
oil in Haifa to which Israel ean 
lay claim is limited. 





According to one study, Jewish 
women were almost nine months 
older on the average at marriage 
than the Catholic and Protestant 
women surveyed in that study. 

A study of New Yorkers 
showed that a smaller propor- 
tion of Jews afrom 16 to 24 
years were married. The per- 
centages of married men in this 
group were three for Jews to 
more than six for non-Jews. 
Putting it otherwise, among 
the younger men in the New 
York population, there were 
twice as many married men 
among the non-Jews. 

Anti-Semitism A Factor 

Anti-Semitism is a birth-throt- 
tling curse with which non-Jews 
need not contend. It is a socio- 
logical axiom that people who 
are confident of their future pro- 
duce children. The _ declining 
American birthrate testifies to 
the growing number of Ameri- 
cans who are uneasy about the 
future. 

American Jews share that 
uneasiness but they also bear 
the special burden of Jew ha- 
tred and Dr. Goldberg contends 
this has an impact of Jewish 
family planning. 

While not too much is known 
about the rate of intermarriage, 
it is important. From what is 
known, these marriages add little 
to the Jewish population. Studies 
show that a large number of 
such marriages crack up. Such 
couples, when they do stay mar- 
ried, have a low birth rate and 
those fewer children, in turn, fre- 
quently do not identify them- 
selves with Jews. 

Dr. Goldberg argues that “the 
rate of Jewish intermarriages, 
has increased,” which is in con- 
tradiction to conclusions of an- 
other sociologist, Prof. Milton -L. 
Barron, whose findings were also 
reported in this department. 
(April 30, 1948). 

Neither the emphasis on the 
individual or the struggle for 
competitive position seem likely 
to decline. Nor are Jews dispers- 
ing from cities very much, de- 
spite a small growth in the 
number of American Jewish 
farmers. Nor can American 
Jewry count on a heavy influx of 
young Jewish immigrants, even 
if United States immigration pol- 
icies were liberalized. The gates 
of Israel are open to them and 
that is where they want to go. 

What Future for Hatred? 
And what wise man will specu- 
late on the future of Anti-Sem- 
itism? Even if the future pat- 
tern of bigotry were known, 
would it mean that Jews would 
be more Jewish under increasing 
Anti-Semitism? But this study 
shows that Anti-Semitism is a 
factor in the drop in size of 
Jewish families. 

Would that mean, then, that 
a sharp decline in bigotry 
would mean larger families and 
more Jews? Perhaps, but there 
is conclusive evidence that a 
friendlier social climate has 
throughout Jewish history 
meant an increasing rate of 
asimiliation, 

This much is certain. If the

BALTIMORE, Md.—Federation and Welfare 
Funds of U. S. Jewish communities this week 
were accused of readiness to spend money for 
every possible purpose except support of all- 
day Jewish schools. 

“The Federations and Welfare Funds have 
money for ping-pong tables, teen-agers dancing 
the Samba, for trips to the Zoo and even for 
Birdo-Bidjan,” a delegate at the second annual 
conference on Yeshiva education asserted. 

“But they can’t find a single penny for edu- 
cating children who are destined to become 
our scholars, students and saints,” he said. 
“They talk about community responsibility 
for Jewish education and they leave out of 
their reckoning the value of the intensive 
program pursued in the all-day school.” 

Many delegates reported they had a “rough 
time” at the hands of their Federations even 
before a majority of Federations refused allo- 

eations for such schools. Figures were cited 
that of all the all-day schools outside of New 
York City, only three are supported by Federa- 
tion Funds. 

Officials of Torah Umesorah, sponsors of 
the conference, reported that there are now 

103 all-day schools in 44 U. S. communities 
with an enrollment of close to 17,000 pupils~ 


Delegates also lambasted the local Bureaus 
of Jewish Education, affiliates of the American 
Association of Jewish Education. 

“The real reason the Bureaus are only num. 
ber two on the ‘peeve parade’ rests in thejp 
ability to ‘talk a good game’,” a delegate saig

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Life Begins Again at 50 for Germany’s Refugee Artists in Hollywood

LOS ANGELES—Fifteen of the wildest years in 
Jewish history are symbolized in the story of the 
Los Angeles German Jewish club of 1933. 

Its members collectively represent the 
uprooting of one of the proudest and most 
successful diaspora Jewry, the brilliant 
German galaxy of world-famous actors, 
writers, musicians, journalists, doctors and 
other talented figures. 

They represent, too, the drum on which Hitler 
beat some of his most savage tunes, those who— 
having the most to lose of earthly values among 
those who survived physically—suffered the bitter 
psychological disaster of falling from the highest 
Jevels of success. 

And they represent, finally, adjustment to a 
new society. Few have recaptured the glory of 
achievement that made them stars in the Ger- 
man firmament before Germany turned back to 
the dark caves of tribal fury. But they are root- 
ed once again. 

Of the many talented German actors, only a few, 
for instance, have succeeded in Hollywood. Ludwig 
Donath is one of them. Always a competent per- 
former, he endeared himself to millions of Ameri- 
cans with his sympathetic and appealing portrayal 
of Cantor Jolson in the “Jolson Story.” 

Peter Lorre is today an established movie and 
radio star and so is Paul Henreid. But Felix Bres- 
sart, once a noted comedian, has shifted from the 
theater to the more dependable profession of osteo-

pathy. So has Ernoe Verebes, once the idol of Ger- 
man light opera, who has beeome a very efficient 
potter and moldmaker. He is married to Hedy 
Schoop and together they operate a very successful 
California ceramics business. 

Composers were on the whole luckier. Music 
is an international language and they have been 
able to again create in their medium, unham- -~ 
pered by the language problems that plagued 
writers and actors. 

Dr. Ernest Toch has achieved nation-wide recog- 
nition. Hans..Salter, Charles Previn, Frederick Hol- 
Jjander and Franz Waxman are under contract to 
leading cinema studios and are responsible for many 
reeent successful motion picture scores. 

Waxman also lends his talents on behalf of the 
local Jewish community. He recently directed a spe- 
cial music production for the Habonim Summer 
Camp. 

Among the established writers living in Holly- 
wood and members of the 1933 club are Lion Feutch- 
wanger and Alfred Neuman. Thomas Mann holds 
honorary membership. 


Founded by a half dozen forlorn souls, the 
club at first fulfilled the deep need of lonely 
people with sad and frightful experiences, to 
discuss their plight and to help each other in 
the desperate search for loved ones left behind. 
The German Jewish refugee artists of 1933—not 

unlike other immigrants—could be divided into two 
groups. 
There were those who felt they had lost every- 


thing when they lost contact with their native ton. 
gue. They pined away for things German, living in 
the hope that on one fine day in the not too distant 
future, the Third Reich would miraculously collapse 
and they would be able to go home again. 

The second group were those who fiercely reject. 
ed everything that had once been familiar and dear 
to them; who denied their German heritage, their 
past and their former mode of living. They trieg 
desperately to learn English and to shed their accent 
overnight. 


These sharply divergent attitudes were refiecteg 
in efforts to resume careers. There were those who 
could not shake off the memory of their former 
greatness and popularity. Others recognized the ip. 
evitable, had the courage to shift to other fields, 
less remunerative and less glamorous—to Start al] 
over again and make good at the age of 50 or over, 

In those unbelievable 15 years, the German 

Jewish club has grown to 3,000 members and to 
domination by the more practical souls—the sue. 
cessful professional and business men. In its 
membership is now included many DPs and ref. 
ugees from Shanghai and other strange parts of 
the world where they were dropped by the whirl- 
wind. 

The two groups have mellowed and coalesced, 
Most of the club members are now proud American 
citizens. The German refugee colony is ambitious 
and highly progressive. It will take more than a 
Hollywood swimming pool to drown their talents 
and energies. They are here to stay.

State as the spearhead of rehab- 
ilitation of the Near, East. He 
said the Near East will rise again 
and will support as it did in Bib- 
lical days a population of 40,000,- 
000 to 50,000,000. The Jewish na- 
tion has been assigned this role 
by destiny once again to be a 
great civilizing influence to a 
large part of the world. 

He urged Jews to think not 
only in terms of the present. We 
must now regard ourselves as 
civilization builders once again, 
and he continually stressed that 
we must raise our sights and 
look at the job in front of us in 
the magnificent dimensions in 
which it is drawn. 

All of this can be done of 
course only with the cooperation 
ef the Arabs, and from this 
standpoint Mr. Samuel’s answer 
te a question from the floor fits 
into the pattern. The question 
was about the rest of Palestine. 
Shouldn’t the Jews, if the for- 
tunes of war turned out that way, 
take control of the entire coun- 
try? 

.Mr. Samuel said no. Not if 
the decision were his. He be- 
lieves that sooner or later eco- 
nomic ties and various custom 
unions would be worked ou‘ with 
the rest of Palestine and then 
the neighboring Arab nations, 
but he wants Zionists to quit 
thinking in terms of territorial 
expansion. 

He didn’t say so, but obviously 
Mr. Samuel meant that his pro- 
gram for the rehabilitation of the 
entire Near East would be de- 

«Jayed if Jews set out on a pro 
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gram, such as that for more land, 
which inevitably would incense 
the Arabs and cause continued 
conflict. 


I stress this aspect of, Mr. Sdm- 
uel’s talk because, as is well 
known, there probably will be 
some difficulty (a euphemism) 
with the more hot-headed ele- 
ments of the Palestine Jewish 
community who will not be sat- 
isfied with the 5,000 odd square 
miles that is the Jewish state to- 
day. 

As for myself, I am not ready 
to agree, just in case anybody 
asks. you what I think.

Mr. Morgenthau Has Come ‘A Long Way 


. s Post is continually amazed by the ac- 
tivity of Henry Morgenthau, Jr., national 
chairman of the 1947 and the 1948 campaigns 
of the United Jewish Appeal. 

When Mr. Morgenthau was interviewed by 
The Post more than a year ago, the question 
of the effect of the hard work and long hours 
on his health came up, and he confided that 
his family had expressed concern over his 
overwork, but that somehow he felt better 
than he had for a long time.

The Parochial School Argument 


R. Moshe Davis, speaking before the re- 
cent convention of the United Synagogue 
of American, the lay group of the Conservative 
movement, declared that the “parochial school 
is not a solution since it does not reach enough 
people and that the Jewish school should be 
“complimentary to, not competitive with the 
public school system, which is the keystone of 
our democratic arch.” 

Yet one of the leading, if not the leading 
Conservative Rabbi in the United States, Rabbi 
Soloman Goldman, last year instituted a paro- 
chial school in his Anshe Emet Congregation 
in Chicago on the fashionable North Shore. 

And thus the argument pro and con over the 
Jewish parochial school continues. 

No fair observer would be willing to say that 
Jewish parochial schools are a failure and that 
their spread should be curtailed. As long as 


Jewish education will continue in its present 
deplorable state, and as long as our present 
methods of Jewish education continue to be 
almost totally ineffective, so long will paro- 
chial systems continue to expand. 

If opponents of the parochial schools wish 
to circumscribe their influence and see their 
expansion ended, then it behooves them to de 
vise some means whereby our present system 
will produce young Jews with a real founda 
tion of Jewish knowledge. That will be the 
only answer that the parochial system will 
bow to. , 

Theoretical arguments will be as nothing 
conseuently, so long as these parochial schools 
turn out well-educated, and even well-rounded 
Jewish youths, lacking not at all in a full ap 
preciation of their American environment and 
precepts.

him. Dr. Joshua Loth Liebman, 
the leading world authority on re- 
ligio-psychoanalysis, will confirm 
that such a series of frustrations 
on the part of Dr. Wolsey plus 
his complete absence from any 
of the deliberation of the ACJ in 
the last few years makes him as 
incompetent to be a protagonist 
for its cause as it completely 
eliminates him as an authoritative 
critic and I am disposed to treat 
him with compassion and under- 
standing because in the years of 
his physical and mental virility 
he did serve the cause of Ameri- 
ean Reform Judaism and its un- 
iversalistic concepts well and 
with great distinction.

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tionalism and fundamental Amer- 
ican Reform Judaism. It was 
positive in its advocacy of the 
adoption in toto of the remarka- 
ble and erudite report of the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry, which would have admit- 
ted 100,000 Jews from the DP 
camps and Europe immediately 
and in that advocacy for the 
saving of Jewish lives, it unfor- 
tunately stood alone and its crit- 
ics attack that as being “nega- 
tive.” It was again positive and 
for the humanitarian aspects of 
the problem of the people of the 
Jewish faith in its all-out, support 
for the passage of the Stratton 
bill, for the creation (through its 
illustrious President Lessing J. 
Rosenwald) of the Citizens Com- 
mittee and thanks to its efforts 
the passage of a bill as nearly re- 
sembling the Stratton Bill as the 
ill effect of the Nationalists cre- 
ating the myth of a “Jewish vote’ 
and “Jewish Bloc” could permit. 
During all that time not a single 


*Zionist organization, save the Ha- 


dassah (and they only in the last 
few months) raised its voice or 
exerted any effort in support of 
that bill that would have provid- 
ed additional haven for the dis- 
tressed Jews of Europe. It corro- 
borates the fact that the Zionists 
have depreoated the successful 
efforts of the United Service for 
New Americans in bringing some 
24,000 Jews into this country last 
year and further’ substantiates 
the report that the UPA views 
with alarm any publicity given 
the successful efforts of the US 
N A. Certainly such efforts of 
the ACJ are positive and certain- 
lv such efforts of the Zionists are 
negative and unhumanitarian.

allegiance. 

Nevertheless, I am submitting 
herewith my resignation as a 
member of the American Council 
for Judaism. I believe that the 
time has come when for the sake 
of world Jewry, the American 
Council for Judaism, if it is to 
continue, must definitely shift its 
emphasis from that of mere op- 
Position to Jewish Nationalism to 
the positive support of every legi- 
Mitate effort to gain for the Jews

citizenship in every democratic 
country including Palestine. 
Short of this, the Council, in 
my opinion. has no further rea- 
son for being. For a long time, 
I heve been convinced that the 
policy of the Council has been 
negative and at times even de- 
structive rather than spiritually 
constructive, and with such a 
policy I cannot be in sympathy. 
In these crucial times inter- 
necine strife among Jews is no 
less a threat to the survival of our 
people and our faith than is the 
onslaught of our avowed enemies.

Senate OKd DP Bill 
Called Slap Ai Jews 


WASHINGTON (WNS)—Only 
15,000 of the 150,000 Jews in Euro. 
pean displaced persons camps 
would be eligible for admission 
to the United States if the Wiley- 
Revercomb immigration bill, 
passed by the Senate, were to be- 
come law, it was revealed here as 
a Congressional immigration sub- 
committee announced its decision 
to recommend to the House that 
it adopt the more liberal Fellows 
DP bill. 

The immigration bill approved 
by the Senate would admit 200,- 
000 DP’s into this country within 
the next two years. First priorf- 
ties are to be given to displaced 
orphans and men who bore arms 
for the Allies in World War II. 
(Since many Jewish DP’s were 
in concentration camps during 
the war and were unable to join 
the Allied Armies, they would 
stand to lose immigration prior- 
ity if this provision went into 
effect.) 

The bill further requires that 
100,000 of the 200,000 DP’s to be 
admitted come from the Baltic 
countries annexed by Russia and 
states that in order to be an eli- 
gible DP, one must have entered 
a camp in Italy, Germany or 
Austria by December 22, 1945. 


Following passage of the Sen- 
ate bill, many Congressmen 
voiced their disapproval of legis- 
lations they termed “restrictive.’” 
Senator Claude Pepper declared: 
“If not by design, at least by 
effect, this bill discriminates 
against the Jews.” He pointed 
out that of the 800,000 DP’s in 
European camps, 171,000 are 
Balts and 128,000 are Jews. Yet 
he stressed, under the Senate bill 
half those admitted to this coun-, 
try must be Balts.

Other Congressmen pointed out 
that failure to advance the eligi- 
bility date to April 21, 1947 re- 
sSulied in the exclusion of many

The laws that kings had estab- 
lished had fallen into the ageless 
dust but these Commandments 
stood.

They remained 
the honored word of God, (Thou 
shalt not kill, thou shalt not 
steal), even in a world that seem- 
ed to know no other way of set- 
tling international argument 
than by official murder and which 
perpetrated official theft under 
the title of expansion. 


TRUE, AS MR, ELIAS read in 
his encyclopedia, come of the 
higher critics are doubtful about 
Mt. Sinai and had written abs- 
truse arguments to suggest that 
the Book of Exodus might have 
meant some other mountain. But 
Mt. Elias was sure of Mt. Sinai, 
since it stood established sacred- 
ly in all the hearts that had lived 
in the thousands of years. Now 
he called to ask this column to 
speak to all the Jews in the 
country about doing something 
toward a Jewish shrine on Mt. 
Sinai — some memorial, some- 
thing to commemorate that tab- 
lets of_the Commandments on 
great slabs of stone, perhaps, or 
maybe, a museum. He would 
have every Jew in America give 
no more than $1 to such a pur- 
pose. No one was to have a 
larger share in Sinai than his 
neighbor. 

This, he said, was particularly 
a great time for Jews to go back 
to mark the spot of one of the 
great moments of their history. 
Mr. Elias lately had seen how 
much brighter the eyes of Jews 
are, especially of the young 
among us. Their eyes no longer 
are clouded by doubts. To be a 
Jew is to share in the Grandeur 
not just of remote ancestors but 
to be kin to the glorious chil- 
dren who are defending Palestine 
today. They are of us. 

Yes, said Mr. Elias, this is the 
moment to go back to Mt. Sinai 
and plant there some testimony 
of our pride.

Germany’s Stepchildren 





HEINE, THE HERETIC, FOUGHT 
ASSIMILATION FOR ALL JEWS

EINE could more easily im- 
H agine himself as an ortho- 
dox Jew, despite his indifference 
to all organized religion, than as 
a reform Jew. Orthodoxy was, 
in his opinion, the best antidote 
to the “poison” of Christianity 
and the best preservative for the 
Jewish people. 

He was vitriolic in his com- 
ments on those assimilated Jews 
of Hamburg who wished to emas- 
culate Judaism of its ancient 
forms and who therefore revised 
the traditional services so that 
these might resemble more close- 
ly the services of their Christian 
neighbors. 

He found more genuine relig- 

lous feeling in old-fashioned 

unassimilated Jews who still 
wore long beards and shabby 
coats, whose German was atroc- 
fous in grammer and pronunci- 
ation. and who ran about with 
packs on their back in all sorts 

of weather in order to earn a 

bare pittance. 

Such a Jew is Moses Lump or 
Lumpchen, who lives,in the slums 
of Hamburg amidst filth and pov- 
erty. 

“But when Moses Lump comes 
home on Friday evening, he finds 
the seven-armed candelabrum lit; 
the table covered with white 
doth; he puts away his bundles 
and his worries and sits down 
with his unshapely wife and still 


more unlovely daughter; he eats . 


with them fish cooked in a pleas- 
ant white garlic sauce and sings 
the most splendid songs of King 
David; he réjoices from the bot- 
tom of his heart at the exodus 
of the children of Israel from 
Egypt and is happy that all the 
tyrants who plotted evil for them 
have died that King Pharaoh, 
Nebukadnezzar, Haman, Antio- 
chus, Titus, and all such folk are 
deceased, but that he, Lumpchen, 
sill lives and eats fish with wife. 
and child, 

“This man is happy; he does not 
have to torment himself with an 
education; he sits, contented with 
his religion and his green robe 
like Diogenes in his barrel; he 
looks with satisfaction upon his 
lights, which he himself does not 
even clean. 

“And I tell you, though the lights 
burn somewhat dimly and the 
Sabbath-woman, who is supposed 
© clean them, is not available,

JERSEY CITY, N. J.—Mayor Vincent J. 
Murphy of Newark joined with the Jewish 
Standard of Jersey City this week in a stinging 
rebuke to a Bergen, N. J. publisher-columnist 
who warned Jews that American Jewish sup- 
port of Israel reflected dual national loyalties.

rael makes them hyphenated Americans was. 


criticized by Mayor Murphy as “thoroughly un- 
justified and “a slur on the patriotism and civic 
pride of a large segment of our population.” 
Murphy said his remarks were aimed 
squarely at John Borg, publisher of the 
Bergen Evening Record, whose signed edi- 
torial said allegiance to Israel was incompati- 
ble with American citizenship. 

“All of our neighbors are either solely Amer- 
icans who belong here or hyphenates who be- 
long elsewhere,” Borg wrote, “There can be no 
Jewish-Americans, no Irish. Americans, no 
Italian-Americans.” 

Citing the concern of American Greeks for 
the present turmajl in their native country and 
American Italian participation in the last 
Italian elections, Mayor Murphy dismissed 
Borg’s statement entirely.

CHARTER MEMBER OF COUNCIL 
IN DETROIT BACKS UJA, RESIGNS

DETROIT-——Dr. Leo M. Franklin, rabbi emeritus of Temple 
Beth El and a charter member of the American Council for Juda- 


ism, this week resigned from the Council with the charge that 
Council policy has been “negative and at times even destructive.” 


Dr. Franklin, under whose rabbinate 


anti-Zionist center, said he never 
has, and does not now, support, 
any phase of political Zionism. 

“Nevertheless, I feel that 

all Jews, including non-Zionists, 
should, properly aid every hu- 
manitarian effort to open the 
gates to Israel, as well as the 
gutes to America, and other 
countries,’ he told The Post. 

In his letter of resignation to 
President Lessing Rosenwald, Dr. 
Franklin said he was convinced 
that the time had come when for 
the sake of world Jewry, “the 
American Council for Judaism, 
if it is to continue, must definitely 
shift its emphasis from that of 
mere opposition to Jewish Na- 
tionalism to the positive support 
of every legitimate effort to gain 
for the Jews of the world the full 
rights of citizenship in every 
democratic country, including 
Palestine.” ; 


Council Should Quit 


“Short of this, the Council, in 
my opinion, has no further reason 
tor being,” he said in his letter. 
“For a long time, I have been 
convinced that the policy of the 
Council has been negative and at 
times even destructive rather 
than spiritually constructive, and 
with such a policy I cannot be in 
sympathy.” 

He warned that strife be- 
tween Jews “in these crucial 
times” is no less “a threat to 
the survival of our people and 
our faith than is the onslaught 
of°our avowed enemies. By the 
recognition of this truth and 
only this can we justify our 
loyalty as Americans and as 
Jews.”

Gets Three Years 


NEW YORK, (WNS)—A prison 
term of three years was imposed 
here by Judge Peter T. Farrel on 
Henry Meyerichs for his attempt 
nine months ago to set fire to the 
Ahavas Achim synagogue at 
Middle Village, Long Island. 

The defendant entered the syn- 
agogue when the selichoth ser- 
vices were held on the eve of last 
Rosh Hashonah wearing a skull 
cap and carrying a prayer book. 
When the rabbi of the synagogue, 
Jacob Shevelovitz, noticed the 
stranger and asked his identity, 
Meyerichs said he was a Jew and 
that he had come to the syna- 
gogue to observe the jahrzeit 
after his father. 

Later he stealthily left the 
Synagogue, turned off the gas 
pipes, lit his prayer book and 
placed it under the stairs where 
a number of sacks were lying 
with loose and torn papers from 
prayer books. Just before the 
flames began shooting up, the 
president and the sexton of the 
Synagogue came in and extin- 
guished the fire.
